Entire City Was Shaken by the Force 
of the Explosion, but So Far No 
Cause Can Be Assigned for 
the Terrible Accident 
to the Ship. 


Havana, February 15.—At a quarter 


to 10 o’clock this evening a terrible 


explosion took place on board the 


United States battleship Maine in 
Havana harbor. 

Many are killed or wounded. 

All the boats of the Spanish cruiser 


Alfonso XIII are assisting. 


As yet the cause of the ape a 


is not apparent. 
The wounded sailors of the Maine

lieved the cruiser is totally destroyed. 


The explosion shook the whole city. 
The windows were broken in all the 


houses.

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press says he has conversed with sev- 
eral of the wounded sailors and under- 
stands from them that the explosion 
took place while they were asleep so 
(hat they can give no particulars as 
to the cause. |

Captain Sigsbee and other officers have 
been saved. It ts estimated that over 100 
of the crew were killed, but it is impos- 
sible as yet to give exact detalls. 
‘Admiral Manterola has ordered that boats 
of all kinds should go to the assistance of 
the Maine and her wounded. The Havana 
firemen are giving aid, tending carefully to 
the wounded as they are-brought @n shore.

have been ordered by Captain General 


Blanco, to take steps to help the Maine's 
crew in ‘every way possible. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Pregs has been near the Maine in one of 
the boats of the cruiser Alphonso XIIT and 
Seen others of the wounded, who corrob- 
orate the statement-of those first inter- 
viewed, that they were already asleep 
When the explosion occurred. 

Captain Sigsbee says the explosion oc- 
curred in the bow of the vessel. He re- 
ceived a wound in the head. Orders were 
Siven to the other officers to save them- 
Selves ag best they could. The latter, 
who were rene thrown from their bunks 
in their night clothing, gave the necessary 
orders with great self- fpossession and brav- 
ery. 

At 11:30 the Maine continues burning. 

The first theory was that there had been

Makes Attorney General Show 
His Hand. 


Washington, February 15.—A resolution of 
inquiry offered yesterday by Mr. Harris, of 
Kansas, precipitated a spirited discussion 
of the Pacific railroad question in the sen- 
ate today. © ' 

The resolution called upon the attorney 
general for the reasons which induced him 
to abandon ‘his plan of redeeming the first 
mortgage bonds of the Kansas’ Pacific 
branch of the Union Pacific and having 
the road operated bya receiver. Mr. Harris 
denounced the present. plan to sell the 
road at the bid of the reorganization com-_ 
mittee as defrauding the government 
something more than $6,000,000. | 

Mr. Foraker, of Ohio, explained the view,. 
taken of the matter by the administr:ution, 
showing the president was convineed the 
reorganization committee proposed to pay 
for the road all that it was worth. 

Mr. Chandler said he had no objection to 
the resolution, but did not approve of the 
preamble, which included a press dis- 
patch. t 

Mr. Harris replied that he might not in- 
sist upon the preamble after he had made 
“ P ° ’ 
a statement. The Union Pacific, he said. 
for a long time had attempted to influence ; 
congress and officials of the administra- 
tion to scale down the debt of that com- 
pany to the government about 50 per cent. 
Until a year ago last. January the company 
had been unsuccessful. At that time they 
made an arrangement with Mr. Cleveland's 
administration’ by which that road was to 
be disposed of with a loss to the gov- 
ernment of about $206,000,000. 
Public Sentiment Aroused. 

Mr. Harris then outlined the reasons why 
that arrangement was not carried into ef- 
fect. Public sentiment was aroused from 
Maine to California, the demand of the peo- 
ple, he said,- being that they should not be 
swindied out of the enormous sum: men- 
tioned. 

When the present administration came 
into power the question was grappied with 
and the government finally obtained every 
cent due from the Union Pacific on the 
line, 

“We were all very glad,’’ said Mr, Harris, 
“that the government received its just due, 
and nobody has more cordially congratu- 
lated&the present administration than I 
upon the successful negotiation of that 
transaction.” 

It was also hoped, Mr. Harrts said, that 
the government would. get the full value 
of the debt due from the Kansas Pacific 
branch. In case the reorganization commit- 
tee should decline to pay the full amount 
due—about $13,000,000—it was the understand- 
ing that the government would redeem the 
first mortgage bonds and have the road 
operated by a receiver. A competent receiv- 
er would show the value of the property, 
which Mr. Harris believed was quite $3v,- 
000,000. The reorganization committee, said 
Mr. Harris, had evidently succeeded in ob- 
taining from the attorney general such 
concessions as had been outlined in the As- 
sociated Press dispatches and the govern- 
ment is to stand by and see the enormous 
sum of $6,700,000 of interest sacrificed. The 
value of the property, Mr. Harris thought, 
Was an important consideration. By the 
reorganization committee and by the Union 
Pacific officials an effort had been made to 
minimize the value of the road. 

Harris Quotes Vest. 

“It is particularly significant,’’ said Mr. 
Harris, “that the statement of the reorgalii- 
gation committee and the officials of the 
Union Pacific regarding the value of the 
main lines have been proved by subsequent 
events to the untrue. As was said once by 
Senator Vest, from Missouri, ‘when they 
speak they lie; and when they are silent 
the ysteal.’ ”’ 

Mr. Harris then discussed the value of 
the Kansas Pacific road, and said that 
having ‘been a civil engineer on the line, 
his information was that of an expert. 
Hie said that during the last eleven years 
that line had earned an amount equal to 
4 per cent on. $30,000,000. He further said 
that on the 5th instant the attorney gen- 
eral had agreed to redeem the first mort- 
gage bonds and to have the road operated 
by a receiver. This arrangement, Mr. Har- 
ris said, was perfectly satisfactory to those 
for whom he spoke, but the intention of 
the attorney general to abandon that plan 
and to let the road go with a loss to the 
government of nearly $7,000,000, was not 
only a surprise to him and others, but ab- 
solutely’ ungatisfactory. 

Mr. Harr's maintained that the Kansas 
Pacific road was worth the last cent of the 
government's claim, and it ought to be 
demarmMed by the attorney general. 

Morgan Wants To Try the House. 

Mr. Morgan, referring to the effort to 
pass a bill in the senate giving powers to 
the administration to become a bidder for 
the Kansas Pof¢ifie railroad, said he thought’ 
the senate ought to take that feature up 
and pass it. Whether it would pass the 
congestion which sometimes takes place in 
the other branch of congress, he could not 
say. It would be possible, however, thus 
to demonstrate whether there was a power 
in the house of representatives which 
would stand in the way of the propdésed 
measure intended to save the people of the 
country nearly $7,000,000. 

‘Political parties will sometimes *permit 
robberies. They will swallow the Conse- 
quences of those robberies without a strain; 
but the people will not allow themselves 
to be juggled with whatever political par- 
ties may do.” concluded -Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. Foraker. of Ohio, discussed the situa- 
tian as it had been viewed by the president. 
The president had asked congress to give 
him authority to enter the sale of tae Kan- 
sas Pacific as a bidder, but congress had 
taken no action. The final offer made by 
the re-organization committee, the presi- 
dent had evidently regarded’ as reason- 
ably satisfactory. Senators might differ 
from thé president as tu the value of the 
property, but he had consulted many well- 
informed persons and felt that in receiving 
the full amount of the Kansas Pacific 
debt he was doing very well. 

Mr. Gear moved that the resolution be 
referred to the commitie on Pacific 2a(il- 
roada : 

The motion was defeated—19 to 34—nd 
the resolution was then adopted without 
division. 

The resolution as- adopted reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Resoived, That the attorney genera! is

GRIGGS MAKES FULL ANSWER. 


Attorney General Replies to Senator 
Harris’s Senate Resolution. 
Washington, February 15.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs replied to the Harris resolution 
Which passed the senate. The attorney 

general said: « 
“Answering specifically the questions 
contained in the resolution of the senate, 
I would say that 1 have not authorized 
any agreement by which the property is to 
be sold for the face value of the subsidy 
bonds, nor has the government agreed not 
to be a bidder at the sale. The only agree- 
ment made was to discontinue the motion 
-for postponement, redemption and the ap- 
pointment of a receiver, upon the guaran- 
tee that the minimum bid by the reorgani- 
zation committee should be the principal of 
the government debt. “The property will 
be sold at public sale in open competition 
to such party as may offer the highest bid, 
subject only to the stipulation obtained in 
open court on Saturday last, that the min- 
imum bid will be $6,303,000, instead of $2,- 
500,000, as formerly fixed by the court.”

“Tl have stood here on my feet while eight 
or ten men have been recognized,’’ he said 
in stemtorian tones, “and I want to know if 
I am to be heard.” 

“If the senator would speak a little 
louder,’ said Senator Hoar facetiously, ‘“‘he 
might be.” — 

This remark did not apparently fall 
agreeably upon Mr, Tillman’s ears and he 
replicd by appealing for protection and fair 
treatment. 

“Tt have been a member of this body for 
three years,’ he said, “and I have always 
tried to deport myself as a gentleman and 
I think I am entitled to fair treatment.’- 

At this point Senator Gallinger, who oc- 
cupied the chair, rapped for order. He then 
explained that the failure to recognize’ Mr. 
Tillman was due entirely to an inadvert- 
ence and to the. fact that his attention had 
been directed another way. 

To this Mr. Tiliman replied that this ex- 
planation was entirely satisfactory, and he

fair. 

M, Crepieux Janin, a handwriting expeft, 
strenuously denieqd that he had attempted 


,to bribe M..Teyssonnleres to modify his 


reports of the Dreyfus  bordereau. M. 
Teyssonnieres, -M. Crepieux Janin added, 
had declared if was on. his ({Teyssonnieres’s) 
report alone and not on M. Bertillon’s, 
on which Dreyfus was convicted. 

This statement caused a sensation, 

M. Janin added that it was because M. 
Teyssonnieres wis angry with the witness 
for not sharing his opinion in regard to 
the Dreyfus case that he tried to compro- 
mise the matter. 

M. Clemenceau, counsel for the Aurore, 
read letters from Mme, de Boulancey ad-

‘“‘Secondly,-if the Prussians got as far as 
Lyons they might throw away their guns 
and keep only their riding whips to drive 
the French in front of them.” (Prolonged 
sensation.) 

College of 
France, said he examined as an expert the 
bordereau and the letters: of Major Ester- 
hazy and Dreyfus, as well as a letter writ- 
ten by Dreyfus sinte his condemnation. 
The latter, the witness continued, was de- 
void of resemblance to the bordereau,

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so much freight for today only. In some 
of my own experiences I have been sub- 
jected to treatment decidedly uncommer- 
cial. However, I begin to observe a grow- 
ing disposition on the part of southern 
railroads to take the larger view of their 
duty toward the business world, which will 
result in adding their influence to the ef- 
forts of manufacturers to build up the 
country. When the transportation lines 
thus put themselves in the line of progress. 
and the south has the same consideration 
paid her manufacturers as is now given 
their brethren of New England by the 
railroad interests here, the one real ob- 
stacle to southern manufacturing will have 
been removed. The Southern Railway 
Company, I am glad to say, is waking up 
to this condition. 

“There is in New England,” continued 
Mr. Amory. “some sentimental opposition 
to the southern competition, which is ill- 
timed. There is room for all and condi- 
tions will adjust themselves in the regular 
channels of business. Gur plants in New 
England can be saved by turning them into 
more expert lines and specialties. witb 
which the south cannot compete for a long 
time, while there is a large and profitable 
field which the southern mills can fill.

Should Encourage Foreign Commerce. 

“Then we have restricted our field of 
consumption by our failure to encourage 
foreign commerce. Our laws, in trying to 
protect the shipyards of Maine, which have 
dried up anyhow. forhade the purchase of 
foreign-built bottoms. We crowded ‘ our- 
selves off the high seas and permitted the 
commerce Of the world to seek other flags. 


| We have somewhat regained a foreign 


field in China, through overland transpor- 
tation to. San Francisco,; whence we reach 
the celestial empire, though some vesseis 
still round the Horn from the Atlantic 
coast. The great foreign market for cotton 
B00ds is the country to the south of us— 
the Spanish-American republics and tke 
West Indies. The commercial end of the 
cotton factory business is but in its in- 
fancy, as there are great fields yet to be 
opened up to the production of cotton. : 

“In regard to cotton mills in the south. 
I see no reason why they should not do 
fully as well in every line as in the north. 
fam aware of the claims made in behalf 
of certain temperatures, etc., which used 
to De considered favorable te a northern 
climate, but these conditions; if they ever 
really existed, have been equalized by the 
hand of art. There can be no more limit 
to the skill of the manufacturer in the 
south than in thé north. The southern

satisfied with the same rewards and equal- 
ly ambitious to advance. 

The South Can Profit by Mistakes. 

‘The south has this great advantage— 
that it can profit by all our mistakes. Here 
we were the pioneers in American manu- 
facturing. As long-as we confined our- 
selves to the normal labor supply of the 
country we had operatives who were in- 
terested in us, and in whom we could be 
interested in turn, but when they were 
isplaced by a foreign element which re- 
fused to become assimilated trouble began 
and enmity reigned where harmony existed 
before. Then we allowed this labor supply 
to become congested in great centers—as 
the south is even now approaching in the 
Piedmont district—and there arose that 
dull monotony of a community wedded to 
a4 single pursuit—making the same condi- 
tion in all cotton manufacturing as there 
is to \be found in all cotton making in 
agricujture. The congestion of labor in 
New/England has brought about § one- 
idea communities, ignorant of the require- 
ments of all other callings of life, insistent 
{in the declaration that theirs was the only 
one to be considered, and the walking dele- 
gate found an opportunity to bloom -into 
{mportance. Diversification of people and- 
of callings is as necessary as diversification 
of crope. The south is an imménse empire, 
which can be dotted all over with cotton 
mille, each one forming but one of the 
many industries of its locality, and furnish- 
ing paying employment to a class who 
could not be employed otherwise. Factory 
work is e«ongenial employment for white 
people, clean and respectable, and furnishes 
in wages. The white people 
of the south cou'd not do better than to 
take wp the manufactures, not only of 
cotton, but of other things as weil, leaving 
field labor to the negroes.

The bill 
States this money Was never paid and that 
therefore the right of way does not right- 
fully belong to the Southern, present owner 
of the Georgia Pacific. 

The Southern heilds all rights beionging 
to the Georgia Western and the Georgia 
Pacific rightfully beiong to them. The 
state denies this on the grounds that the 
executive order did not give any stated 
rights on account of the non-payment 
the $1,000; that the state franchise granted 
the Georgia Pacific Was personal to that 
company and not transferable; that the 
-Bouthern Is a foreign corporation and can- 
not ucquire a semi-pubiic franchise without 
special consent of the legislature.

Since their hp- 
pointment by Governor Atkinson under the 
convict law passed by the late legislature 
there has naturally been a good deal. of 
work to do on the line of mapping out the 
duties of the several commissioners, Neither 
Mr. Beach nor General Evans had ever 
had any experience in the handling of con- 
viets and the new law created 60 many 
radical «changes in the oid one that even 
Judge Turner was uncertain on many 
points, sd 
But the three commissioners have finallyg 
and without dispute, agreed upon all mat- 
ters that threatened to lead to corflict. and

Under the new convict law, the commis- 
sioners are required to visit at least quar- 
terly all the 1fsdemeanor convict camps 
in the state, and they will shortly have to 
start out upon their tour of inspection, 
Their exact duties are described as fol- 
lowsi 

“The commission shall have general su- 
pervision of the misdemeanor convicts of 
the state. It shall be the duty of one of 
the commissioners, or, in case of an 
emergency, an officer designated by. them 
to visit from time to time, at least quar- 
terly, the various camps where msde- 
meanor convicts are at work, and shall 
advise ~with the county or municipal eu- 
thorities working them in making send 
altering the rules for the government, con- 
tro] and management of said convicts; ard 
in case the county or municipal authorities 
and sech commission fail to agree vupon' 
the same, the governor shall prescribe 
such rules; and if the county or municipal 
authorities fai] to comply with such rules, 
then the governor, with the’ culumission. 
shall take such convicts from the _ said 
county or municipal authorities, and de- 
liver them to some other county or muni- 
cipal authority complying with the rules 
and regulations prescribed by the governor; 
and in the event no county or municipal 
authorities shall desire them, then they 
shall be worked as the commission may 
designate.”’ . 

In discusssing the future of the commis- 
gion inthis respect, Chairman ‘Turner 
said vesterday: ; , 

“We will begin our tour of inspection as 
soon as we can arrange to do so with the 
least outlay of time and expense. We have 
endeavored to find out just where the mis- 
demeanor convict camps are located, and 
in response to our letters to the county 
authorities we have been able to so sys5- 
tematize our work as to warrant me in 
saying that the inspectign can be made 
Within the next few weeks. So far as our 
authority in the matter of.making rules 
for the..government and control of the 
misdemeanor convicts is coucerned, I can 
frankly say to you that there wall be but 
two rules: One, that the misdemeanor con- 
victs be employed in accordance with the 
law, and two. that they be treated hu- 
manely. We shall not interfere with any 
of the county authorities exeept to insist 
upon the observance of these portions of 
the legal code.”’ 

Chairman ‘Furner also said that the 
priso:®# commission would keep a record of 
ail misdemeanor convicts hereafter, and it 
is probable that this*will require an addi- 
tional clerk to the board. Under the old 
system a misdemeanor convict Jost all 
identity upon conviction, and cases have 
been cited where they were kept in con- 
finement for long terms beyond their sen- 
tence. In fact, the court records of many 
counties have been considered ‘complete 
when the convicted man-was turned over 
to the lessee, and the money was handed 
in to be distributed among those who 


. profited by his conviction. All misdemeanor 


convicts are entitled to four days a month 
off for good behavior. and it will be the 
duties of the prison commission hereafter 
to see that they get it. This will unques- 
tionably necessitate the emplovment of a 
second secretary to the board.

As soon as the old 
prison commission is required to have 
in. readiness a farm on which suitable 
buildings and stockadeés shall have been 
erected for the safe keeping and mainte- 
nance of the aged, juvenile, female ond 
More than a hundred 
farms have already been offered in re- 
sponse to the commission’s advertisement 
and next Monday morning Messrs. Turner, 
Evans and Beach will start out .to inspect 
them. They will first make a trip along 
the Georgia railroad, on which a dozen 
or more pieces of aynilable property are 
located, and if this journey does’ nat 
result in the finding of a suitable site for 
a central penitentiary, they will continue 
their investigations into other portions of 
the state. The property is to consist of 
not less than two nor more than five thou- 
sand acres, and is to be accessible by 
railroad. 

Having purchased a piece of property in 
accordance with the foregoing instructions, 
the new convict law provides that the 
commission shall have erected on said land 
so purchased suitable buildings, stockades 
and appurtenances for the safe keeping 
and care of the classes of convicts already 
described. The commission is also given 
the power in its discretion to take from 
any hirer any convict whom they hired 
out and to place such convict upon the 
farm provided for, relieving sucn hirer otf 
that part of the hire of- sucn convict 
for the time during which such hirer is 
thus deprived of the services of such con- 
vict. 

In equipping the proposed farm the 
law requires thatthe commission shall pro- 
vide: 

(a) For 
femaie convicts 
that they may 
each other. 

(bor the keeping separate and apart 
from the other inmates of the prison mi- 
nors unaer the age of fifteen years. 

(c) For the keeping separate and apart 
of white and cotored ‘convicts, when not 
at work, and, when actually»engaged in 
work, to be kept. separate and apart as 
far as practicaole. 

(d) To provide a separate compartment 
for sieeping purposes for each convict 
ao that no pnysical communication can 
be had one with another after the hour 
of retiring. ae i.

All the other convicts—and there are over 
2,000 of them—are *to be hired out to the 
highest bidder, and the commission has 
already edvertised for bids. Under the old 
law the men, women and children were 
parceled out alike, and no distinction of 
ace, sex or physical condition was made.

Mr, Armstrong became possessed of the 
title to the Manhattan. He had the name 
but no business went with it, all that hav- 
ing been transferred to the Union, and the 
southern department to the Greenwich. 
However, Mr. Armstrong proceeded to get 
business. At first he devoted himself to 
the north and east. Then he established 
an agency in Chicago and recently he 
wrote to Captain W. A. Wright, state in- 
suRance commissioner of Georgia, saying 
that he wanted to start the Manhattan 
egain in this state, 

Two or three letters were exchanged and 
now a question has arisen as to the deposit 
of $25.000. This was originally put up by 
the Mutual company, and the state treas- 
urer still helds them in the name of the 
Mutual. The treasurer has never been 
authorized to transfer them to the account 
of the Manhattan, and Captain Wright was 
wondering yesterday if, in the event the 
Manhattan should resist a loss in Geor- 
gia, would the treasurer havé authority to 
sell the bonds deposited by the Mutual?

The latest wrinkle in insurance ds trading 
stamps. 

It is not a case of insurance companies 
giving trading stamps with their policies 
or on the payment of premiums, but when 
you get $100 worth of trading stamps you 
get a paid-up life insurance poliey for $100. 

Mr. William, Forbes, representing the 
Merchants’ Provident Trading Stamp Com- 
pany, of Binghamton, N. Y., called . on 
Captain W. A. Wright yesterday to in- 
quire about the law governing life insur- 
ance com lies in Georgia. 

There are two companies, the trading 
stamp company which sells the stamps to 
the merchants, and then there is an in- 
surance company, the Mutual of bBing- 
hamton, which issues the policies. 

The plan is to sell the trading stamps 
to the grocers, butchers, drug stores, dry 
goods houses and all other business houses 
which can use them in their business. 

If your grocer gives these insurance 
stamps, when you have paid him $109 you 
will have $100 worth of stamps in’ your 
book. Then you will bé entitled to a $100 
paid-up life insurance policy, provided you 
pass the medical examination. Everybody 
between the ages of sixteen and sixty will 
be entitled to a try at a _ policy. Mr. 
Forbes says that the examination will not 
be so rigid as in the old-line companies. 
Everything, of course, would depend on 
the acc&ptance of the stamp holders. 

The advantage to the merchants in 
deal is “explained to consist in .the fact 
that customers will pay cash in order 
to get Stamps and that there will be fewer 
bad bills or slow-pay patrons, 

Whether the insurance company ~ will 
operate under thé assessment plan or as a 
regular old-iine compstny, has not devel- 
oped, but for trading stamps to invade the 
life insurance field is a decided novelty. 
The insurance journals do not appear to 
have caught on to c<his new ssheme, but 
it is being conducied in Binghamton, Mr, 
Forbes says. He had some sample books 
of stamps with Binghamton engraved on 
them.

The one question which has, more than 
others: agitated the close political ob- 
servers hereabouts as Well as those other 
close political observers who come to town 
on business connected with more or less 
professional duttes,, Was answered yester- 
day. Spencer R. AtKinson will not resign 
his place on the railroad commission to 
become a candidate for governor. This a6é- 
sertion is not made on the authority of 
Judge Atkinson, but it is the concensus of 
opinion. on the ‘part of Judge Atkinson's 
friends that he will continue to serve as a 
member of the railroad commission during 
the campaign and that ne feels that.he is 
guilty of no political indelicacy in so doing. 

Judge Atkinson followed h‘s usual policy 
yesterday in saying nothing for pubtication 
when the newspaper men approached him. 
He would say nothitg about the platform 
on which he proposed to stand as a candi- 
date for governor and nothing about the 
character of the announcement which he 
has already promised the public. When 
asked directly whether or not he proposed 
to"resign his pasitjon on the railroad cem- 
mission he said that he had nothing to say, 
and in response to a request as to when a 
statement from him on that subject might 
be forthcoming se was equally uncom- 
municative. In fact, an industrious 
searcher for news could have obiained 
about as much intelligence from ore of 
the steam radiators in the Kiraball house 
corridor as from Judge Atkinson. 

‘His Friends Think Not. 

During the morning the friends of the 
judge were equally silent as to his inien- 
tions, but the rumor gdt abroad ater in 
the day that he had reached the determina- 
tion not io resign. This rumor reached the 
dignity of accepted fact when The Macon 
Telegraph, which has:‘all along appeared 10 
be in touch with the Atk.nson campaign, 
and which has hitherto been suggesting 
that he ought to resign, reached town with 
the presentation in most conspicuous 
double-leaded lines on its editorial page of 
this declaration: 

“Colonel Candler did right in resigning 
his position as secretary of state. After 
the publication of the Meyerhardt leiter it 
would not have been the proper tn.ng to 
have remained in the governor's cahtinet.

“There is no reason why Spencer Atkin- 
son may not hold on to the office of rail- 
road commissioner if he wants to, while 
the people pass on his application for the 
nomination for governor, It is:a matter 
of-choice with him.” 

Following this editorial announcement 
the friends: of Judge Atkinson took auf- 
ficient courage to say that it was not nec- 
essary for him to resign. They asserted 
that the offices of secretary of state and 
of railroad commissioner were entirely 
d'fferent. They recited the code of Geor- 
gia which declares that the secretary of 
state shall be in his office every working 
day in the year, and they pointed out that 
there was no similar provision applying 
to the railroad commission.

Episcopal Bishop @f Tennessee Expires 
from Heart Failure. 


HE HAD BEEN IN ILL HEALTH 


But Was Much Better Last Week and 
Was Expected Soon in Atlanta.

A BRIEF SKETCH OF HIS INTERESTING LIFE 


He Was Long Identified with Atlanta. 
The Funeral Will Probably Take 
Place at Sewance, Tenn. 


EV. CHARLES TODD QUINTARD, 
M.D.. D.D., LL.D., Episcopal bishop 
of Tennessee, died yesterday morn- 

ing of heart failure at Darien, Ga. 
He had been in Darien ‘two months with 


the hope of recuperating his failing health, | 


and it was thought that his condition was 
improving. His health had been poor 
since 1893, at which “time it was found 
necessary to appoint an assistant to him 
to aid him in his clerical duties. 

In order tu give Bishop Quintard a com- 
plete rest and change of climate, his 
family accompanied him to Meridian about 
December ist and he has since remained 
there until he died. 

Of late the physicians attending him and 
his family thougft his health was im- 
proving. He seemed to gain strength and 
vigor and when it Was decided to return 
to his home at Sewanee, Tenn., he an- 
nounced his intention of coming to At-

on him on 1866-by Columbia university. 
‘Continuing his work he went to England in 
the interest of the University of the South 
and it was where there in 1867 that the de- 
gree of LL.D. was conferred on him’ by 
Cambridge university. 

He was the patron of every educational 
scheme or. institution that came to his no- 
tice a!t.d he never failed to help either an 
individual or an institution in need. In 1898 
his health began to fail and Bishop Gailor 
Was appointed to assist him in his duties. 

Bishop Quintard was a brother to Mr. 
George Quintard, president of the Quintard 
Iron Works, of New York, and a brother to 
Mr. Edward Quintard, president of the 
Bowery Savings bank, of New York. Both 
his brothers survive him. 

His children and wife are still living. 
George Quintard is a prominent architect 
of New York city, and Edward, the second 
son, Married the daughter of “Boss” Shep- 
ard, of Washington. city fame.. The Shep- 
ards later became engaged in Mexiean gold 
mining and Edward Quintard is at present 
In that country overlooking the interests 
of his father-in-law. 

Bishop Quintard’s daughter. Mrs. C. Q. 
Wiggins, is the wife of the viee chancellor 
of ‘the University of the South ana resides 
near her fathers- The remains of Bishop 
Quintard will probably not be interred for 
several days 1m order to allow his entire 
family time to be present at the ceremony.

Compared with th 
largest cities of the United States, Atlanta 
ranks twenty-seventh, and compared with 
the -principal southern cities, Atlanta ranks 
third in the volume of postal receipts, which 
are only exceeded by those at Louisville 
and New Orleans.

NIV hundred urd twe nty-five of the 
jolliest, brightest and brainiest news- 
paper men and women of America 
were in Atlanta yesterday. They made. up 
one of the largest assemblages of news- 
paper pcople ever seen in the city. An 
entire train was required to carry the big 
army of journalists and their ammuni- 
tion. They were on their way to New 

Orleans to attend the convention of the 
International League of Press Clubs, which 
large organization will be in session in the 
Crescent City from now wntil Saturday. 

The party of journalists was made up of 
about forty ladies and eighty men, They 
represented every leadipg paper of the 
east, and it is but the truth to Say that an 
abler bedy of men and women were ncver 
collected together. The famous Pen and 
Pencil Club, of Philadelphia, was repre- 
sented by seventy-six alelegates and mem- 
bers. Among the party are about twe nty 
ladies. The Philadelphia club ‘is the larg- 
est. The New York Press Club, which has 
about 400 members, was wel] represented by 
forty-five of the leading journalists of that 
city. Every publication in the metropolis 
had a representative. For 
pleasure and to satisfy the friendly spirit 
existing between the clubs of the two 
towns, the Philadelphia and New York 
trains Were made into one sec tion. 

‘Harny Wack, the young New York journal- 
ist, Was In charge of the press gang. Wack 
was fagged out after a hard week’s work 
in getting the convention crowds into 
shape, but he was fixed fcr a good time-in 
New Orleans, Ha gave a glowing descrip- 
tion of the trip from New York to Atlanta, 
and according to his vivid narrative the 
journalists Fad already enjoyed enough fur 
to last a life. time. One sicepy-looking 
newspaper man remarked as he got. oft 
the trair in the urion depot that he would 
like to have a drink of water. Wack ex- 
plained this strong desire for such a weak 
refreshirent by saying that ‘“‘the New York 
delegation had a ton of gunpowder, twenty 
cases of champagne, a river of whisky and 
a ginger ale lake wherewith to regale it- 
self and its guests en route.””
